COAST GUARD SEIZES FRENCH 
AND FINNISH SHIPS 


Acting upon orders issued through 
the Navy Department, the Coast Guard 
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during the week of December 8, seized 
French and Finnish vessels in a num- 
ber of United States ports, this action 
being taken as a means of checkmat- 
ing any actions inimical to the inter- 
ests of the United States and its allies, 
and to forestall any hostile acts which: 
might result from the exertion of pres- 
sure in occupied France. 

The French liner Normandie, one of 
the largest passenger vessels in the 
world, was the most important ship 
seized, and the only one actually req- 
nisitioned for use by the United States. 
Ten French vessels in all were boarded 
by Coast Guard forces under direction 
of Captains of the Port, and all were 
found intact with no evidence of sab- 
otage. All courtesy was extended dur- 
ing the removal of crews, this being ac- 
complished without incident. The 
French nationals were turned over to 
United States immigration authorities 
and in practically all instances promptly 
paroled. 
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The following French vessels were 
affected: Normandie, Fort Royal, and 
Mont Everst, at New York; Angouleme, 
Michigan, and Touraine, at New Orle- 
ans, La.; Sheherazade, at Mobile, Ala. ; 
Vannes and Wisconsin, at Los Angeles, 
Calif.; and Alencon, at San Francisco, 
Calif. 

Because of the break in diplomatic 
relations between Great Britain and 
Finland, it was ordered that Finnish 
vessels in American ports be placed 
under protective custody to prevent the 
commission of any acts of sabotage. 
This order was executed by the Coast 
Guard on December 8, and about 24 
hours later was followed by one calling 
for the removal of the crews of these 
vessels. 

The following Finnish vessels were 
involved: Olivia, at Boston, Mass., Ku- 
rikka, Kourtanes, and Saimaa, at New 
York, N. Y.; Advance, at Philadelphia, 
Pa.; Aagot, and Marisa Thorden, at 
Baltimore, Md.; Aurora, at Newport 
News, Va.; and Delaware, at Galves- 
ton, Tex. 


COAST GUARD ACADEMY GRADU- 
ATION ADVANCED SIX MONTHS 
AS NATIONAL DEFENSE MEAS- 
URE 


To provide an immediate increase 
in the officer strength of the Service, 
the United States Coast Guard Academy 
graduated the class of 1942 on December 
19 of this year, nearly 6 months ahead 
of time, and will advance the graduation 
day of the class of 1943 a full year, this 
class to leave the Academy at New 
London, Conn., the coming May. 

The class of 1942 consisted of 30 
cadets, who were given diplomas as 
bachelors of science, and who were 
commissioned ensigns in the United 
States Coast Guard, now operating as 
a part of the Navy, and sent immedi- 
ately to ships. 

The class just graduated consisted of 
cadets from 15 States and the District 
of Columbia. Leading in the number 
of cadets was California, with 8, fol- 
lowed in numerical order by Massa- 
chusetts, 3; New York, 3; Connecticut, 
2; Pennsylvania, 2; Maryland, 2; and 
the following States with 1 cadet each: 
Arizona, Florida, New Hampshire, Ohio, 
Oregon, Missouri, Rhode Island, South 
Carolina, and Tennessee. 

Prior to entering the Coast Guard 
Academy, 21 of the members of the 
graduating class had attended universi- 
ties and colleges, these being: Massa- 
chusetts Intitute of Technology, Lehigh 
University, Massachusetts State College, 
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Boise Junior College, Mississippi State 
College, Los Angeles City College, Rhode 
Island State College, Carnegie Tech, 
Clemson College, Trinity College, 
Georgetown University, Kansas City 
Junior Collegs, University of Miami, 
Phoenix Junior College, Drexel Institute 
of Technology, University of California, 
Syracuse University, Pasadena Junior 
College, and San Bernardino Valley 
Junior College. 

The Academy class of 1943, which 
entered the Academy in 1939, will com- 
plete its studies a full year early, and 
will leave the Academy in May of the 
coming year. From now on, for the 
duration of the present emergency, the 
Coast Guard Academy will have a 3-year 
course of study instead of the previous 
4-year course. 

Presiding officer at the graduation 
exercises wus Capt. James Pine, U. S. 
C. G., Superintendent of the Academy. 
The invocation was delivered by Capt. 
John Warner Moore, Chaplain Corps, 
U. S. Navy, Chaplain of the Academy. 
The principal address was delivered by 
Dean Joseph W. Barker, representing 
the Secretary of the Navy.

ENLISTMENTS EXTENDED FOR 
DURATION OF WAR 


An act of Congress, signed by the 
President on December 13, 1941, pro- 
vides for the extension of all enlistments 
in the Navy, the Marine Corps, and the 
Coast Guard, and the Reserve compo- 
nents thereof, for the duration of the 
war. This act gives the Secretary of 
the Navy the authority to extend en- 
listments in time of war for such addi- 
tional time as he may deem necessary 
in the interest of national defense. As 
a result there will be no discharges for 
reason of expiration of enlistment. 

All extended enlistments shall termi- 
nate not later than 6 months after the 
termination of the condition which was 
the original necessity, unless the men 
detained shall voluntarily extend them. 
The provision for extra pay for exten- 
sions of time beyond the original enlist- 
ment is suspended. 


MARITIME SERVICE GRADUATES 
244 MERCHANT MARINE 
OFFICERS 


A total of 264 men of the American 
merchant marine, who have just com- 
pleted a special 5-months course of 
training provided by the Maritime Serv- 
ice, were given examinations for licenses 
as third mates or third assistant en- 
gineers, during the week of December 8. 
These men have been in training at the 
Maritime Service training stations at 
Fort Trumbull, New London, Conn., and 
at Government Island, Alameda, Calif., 
these stations being ‘operated by the 
Coast Guard for the Maritime Commis- 
sion. An extremely high percentage of 
those taking the examination were suc- 
cessful in passing, there being only one 
failure among the 244 men. 

This group of trainees have all had 
previous sea service, and carried on 
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studies in their specialties by themselves 
before entering the Maritime Service 
schools. Of 164 trainees at Fort Trum- 
bull, 100 were studying for positions as 
deck officers, and 64 for engine-room 
positions. At Government Island, on 
the west coast, 64 were deck and 26 en- 
gineer candidates. Examinations were 
given by representatives of the Bureau 
of Marine Inspection and Navigation 
of the Department of Commerce. 

Representatives from the following 
organizations were present at the ex- 
ercises at which certificates were 
awarded: Mr. Telfair Knight, Direc- 
tor of Training, United States Maritime 
Commission; Captain James Pine, Su- 
perintendent of the United States Coast 
Guard Academy; and Captain Charles 
M. Lyons, Inspector, Bureau of Marine 
Inspection and Navigation of the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

Special awards went to the outstand- 
ing candidates at Fort Trumbull; deck 
prize winner being John Harrison 
Roller, Baltimore, Maryland, who re- 
ceived a pair of binoculars; engineer 
prize winner being Walter A. Gold- 
stein, New York, N. Y¥., who received a 
watch. These were presented by Basil 
Harris, vice president of the United 
States Lines. 

With a shipbuilding program under 
way calculated to double the size of 
the American Merchant Marine by the 
end of 1943, and a ship-a-day launch- 
ing schedule for "his month, some 10,- 
000 additional officers will be required. 
The Maritime Service expects to train 
about 3,500 officers from among seamen, 
and another 2,000 from its cadet schools 
and state maritime academies. The re- 
maining necessary number will be re- 
cruited from among licensed men who 
now have jobs ashore. 

Classes of 500 and 175 respectively 
will be formed every four months by 
the Maritime Service, the course now 
been shortened to that length of 
time. 


SEVENTEEN OFFICERS GIVEN 
TEMPORARY RANK OF CAP- 
TAIN 


Seventeen officers of the Coast Guard, 
previously holding the rank of com- 
mander, have been temporarily ad- 
vanced to the rank of captain, under 
authority of the Act of July 24, 1941, 
having been recommended for this tem- 
porary promotion by a Coast Guard ex- 
amining and selecting board recently 
convened.

FOUR ICE-BREAKERS TO BE 
BUILT IN CALIFORNIA 


A negotiated contract has _ been 
awarded by the Coast Guard to the 
Western Pipe and Steel Co., of Los 
Angeles, Calif., for the construction of 
four arctic ice-breakers to be built at 
a cost of $6,974,588 each. The machin- 
ery for these vessels will be supplied by 
the Government and will cost about 
$1,800,000 for each vessel. 

The ice-breakers will have a length 
over all of 260 feet, a beam of 64 feet, 
a draft of 28 feet, and a displacement 
of 5,000 tons. Diesel,electric drive de- 
veloping a total of 10,000 horsepower 
will turn three propellers, one forward 
and two aft. 

The vessels will be constructed to 
withstand severe arctic ice conditions 
and will be built to proceed through 
field ice as well as pack ice. Seaworthi- 
ness of the vessels will be of secondary 
importance as compared with ice-worthi- 
ness. However, the vessels will be cap- 
able of good performance in open water 
in accordance with normal standards 
for this type of ship. Their cruising 
radius at full power in open water will 
be about 11,000 miles. 

Space will be reserved on the main 
deck of each vessel for the stowage of 
an airplane which will be used to coor- 
dinate ice-breaking operations. It has 
been proven by experiments conducted 
in connection with the opening of the 
Great Lakes to navigation during the 
past year, that planes can play a major 
part in facilitating the opening of ice 
bound waters. The planes, through 
regular reconnaissance flights, report 
to the ice-breaker the depth and condi- 
tion of the ice thus enabling the ice- 
breaker to pick a path through the ice 
where the least resistance will be en- 
countered. 

Accommodations for 18 commissioned 
officers and 250 enlisted men will be 
provided aboard each vessel. 





The names selected for the ice-break- 
ers are the Northwind, Eastwind, South- 
wind, and Westwind. 


NEW ACADEMY BUILDINGS 


The bid of Tremaglio Brothers, Water- 
bury, Connecticut, in the sum of $271,645 
was accepted December 9 for the con- 
struction of a combined hospital, in- 
firmary and classroom building at the 
Coast Guard Academy, New London, 
Conn. 

The new structure will be a three- 
story building, designed in the same 
Colonial style of architecture as the 
present Academy buildings. It will con- 
tain a large armory, will have class- 
rooms on the first floor, and the second 
and third floors will be devoted to the 
hospital and infirmary. 

This building, which has long been 
needed, and especially so since the sub- 
stantial increase in the cadet corps at 
the Academy, will relieve the crowded 
conditions in other buildings. 

In all 22 bids were received for the 
project. In addition to the bid of Tre- 
maglio Brothers, the next four low bids 
were submitted by: Smith Construction 
Co., Ine., Derby, Conn., in the amount 
of $283,747; Miller-Davis Co., Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., in the amount of $289,000; 
Hanna Brothers Inc., New York, N. Y., 
in the amount of $295,335; and the Cen- 
sulla-Burke Construction Co., Union 
City, N. J., in the amount of $298,000. 

The low bidder for the waterfront 
improvements and boathouse on Jacobs 
Rock was Mondelci and Benvenuti, of 
New London, Conn., in the amount of 
$277,000. This amount exceeds the 
funds available for the project and it is 
planned to reject all bids for the water- 
front improvements and the boathouse. 


COAST GUARD PERSONNEL 
AWARDED LIFE SAVING 
MEDALS 


A silver lifesaving medal has been 
awarded to Seaman first class Robert F. 
Waters, of the Coast Guard. Waters, 
attached to the cutter Ingham, on May 
9, 1941, while that ship was anchored 
in a foreign port, rescued a shipmate 
from drowning. While the vessel was at 
anchor at a point where a strong cur- 
rent was running, Robert M. Hatcher, 
who could not swim, fell overboard, and 
was swept rapidly away. Seaman 
Waters seeing his shipmate go over- 
board, jumped off the main deck, 
reached him in the water, and succeeded 
in getting him to an accommodation lad- 
der where both were hauled aboard. 
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Hatcher was semiconscious and could 
not have saved himself. 

Paul D. Lewis, inachinist’s mate, sec- 
ond class, attached to CG—5882, was 
awarded a silver life saving medal for 
the rescue of one Anthony Killian, of 
New York, in the waters of the Dela- 
ware River, near Camden, N. J. While 
on duty at the wheel on the night of 
July 14, 1941, Lewis heard cries for 
help, and by the aid of a searchlight dis- 
covered a man swimming in the water 
evidently in need of assistance. The 
man was too exhausted to grasp the 
life preserver that was tossed to him, 
so Lewis dived overboard without wait- 
ing to remove shoes or -clothing and 
swam to the man’s aid. Passing boats, 
bearing down on the scene, made the 
rescue doubly hazardous, but Lewis 
succeeded in reaching the exhausted 
Killian, and supporting him until the 
Coast Guard boat could be swung near 
enough to bring the two men.on board. 
Killian was unconscious and resuscita- 
tion exercises were necessary to revive 
him. 


MARITIME SERVICE TO GET 
NEW TRAINING VESSELS 


The Maritime Service, the training 
organization administered by the Coast 
Guard for the Maritime Commission, 
has been authorized by the Commission 
to obtain four additional vessels for 
use as training ships. The ships will 
be converted freight and passenger ves- 
sels, two of which, the Berkshire and 
the Alleghany, will be obtained from 
the Merchants and Miners Transporta- 
tion Co., Baltimore, Md. Another, the 
City of Chattanooga, will be obtained 
from the Ocean Steamship Co., Savan- 
nah, Ga., while the fourth will be a 
completely converted EC-—2 vessel. 

The Berkshire and the Alleghany are 
sister ships built in 1923 at Kearney. 
N. J. They have a gross tonnage of 
5,486 tons and are 350 feet in length, 
with a 52-foot beam and a 15-foot 
draft. 

The City of Chattanooga was also 
built in 1923 at Newport News, Va. It 
has a gross tonnage of 5,861 tons and is 
382 feet in length, with a 52-foot beam 
and a 15-foot draft. 

Each of the four new training ships 
will have facilities for 400 apprentice 
seamen trainees together with an ad- 
ministrative force of 100 enlisted men 
and 22 officers. 

These vessels will join the steadily 
increasing fleet of training vessels now 
operating under the Maritime Service. 
This fleet includes: The 10,000 ton

ships American Seaman, American 
Sailor, and Empire State, each with ac- 
commodations for 300 trainees; the 
Joseph Conrad, a square-rigged three- 
masted auxiliary vessel with accommo- 
dations for 86 trainees; and the Vema, 
a'three-masted auxiliary schooner with 
accommodations for 30 trainees. 


TO BUILD 55 SMALL UTILITY 
BOATS 


Following the opening of bids at 
Coast Guard Headquarters for the con- 
struction of 10- and 13-foot dinghies 
and 19-foot dories, contracts were 
awarded to the following companies: 
The Foster Boat Co., Charlevoix, Mich., 
for 10 dinghies 10 feet in length, at a 
price of $57.04 each; Nash Marine Sup- 
plies, Washington, D. C., for 10 din- 
ghies 13 feet in length, at a price of 
$67.04 each; Marine Utilities, Inc. 
Whitestone, N. Y., for 35 dories 19 feet 
in length at a price of $100 each. 


NOURMAHAL TO ASSUME 
WEATHER PATROL 


The 263-foot yacht Nourmahal, now 
commissioned as a Coast Guard Reserve 
vessel, departed the Coast Guard Yard, 
Curtis Bay, Md., on December 10, 1941, 
enroute to her permanent station at 
New York, N. Y. The yacht was com- 
pletely reconditioned at the Yard to 
adapt her for specialized duties as flvg- 
ship for the six vessels which have been 
procured from the Navy for operation 
as vessels of the weather patrol which 
is regularly maintained by the Coast 
Guard in the Atlantic Ocean. 

The 1,969-ton yacht is a flush deck 
twin-screw schooner built of steel with 
a length over all of 263 feet 10 inches, a 
beam of 41 feet, and a draft of 17 feet. 
She is powered by twin, 2-cycle. 6 cylin- 
der oil engines which develop 714 horse- 
power. The yacht is owned by Mr. Vin- 
cent Astor of New York, N. Y., who 
turned it over to the Coast Guard for 
use aS a Reserve vessel. 


CONTRACT AWARDED FOR 
NEW AMPHIBIAN PLANES 


The Coast Guard has awarded a con- 
tract to the Grumman Aircraft Corp., 
Bethpage, Long Island, for the con- 
struction of 17 planes of the 2-engine 
amphibian type to be built at a cost of 
$24.959 each. The planes, as now con- 
templated, will be essentially the same 
as the eight JRF-1 type plages recently 
completed by Grumman and now in 
service in the Coast Guard. 
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The new planes will have a top speed 
of 153 miles per hour with an endur- 
ance at this speed of 3.25 hours and a 
range of 506 miles. Cruising speed will 
be 103 miles per hour with an endurance 
of 8.8 hours and a range of 920 miles. 
The fuel capacity is 108 gallons. 

The numbers of the new planes wiil 
start at V205 and run through V222. 
The permanent stations of these planes 
have not been decided upon as yet. The 
eight planes of this type already in 
commission have been assigned to the 
following Coast Guard air stations: 
V197, Salem, Mass.; V198, Brooklyn, 
N. Y¥.; V199, Elizabeth City, N. C.; 
v200, St. Petersburg, Fla.; V201, San 
Fvancisco, Calif.; V202, Biloxi, Miss. ; 
V203, Port Angeles, Wash.; V204, Trav- 
erse City, Mich. 

These planes wiil increase to 73 the 
number of aircraft now operated by the 
Coast Guard at the nine air stations 
of the Service. The number of Grum- 
man amphibians of various types now 
in the Service is 23. 


DEFENSE SAVINGS BONDS AND 
STAMPS 


Recent figures show an increase in 
the purchase of Defeyse Savings Bonds 
and Stamps by Coast Guard headquar- 
ters and field personnel. During the 
last reporting period headquarters per- 
sonnel purchased securities in the 
amount of $3,583 and field personnel in 
the amount of $44,962. Combined sales 
for both groups have now reached a 
grand total of $155,679. The partici- 
pation of both groups shows a slight in- 
crease of one percent over that of the 
previous month; headquarters rising 
to 73 percent and the field to 21 percent. 


CUTTER TO BE BUILT AT 
DUBUQUE, IOWA 


The Coast Guard has negotiated a 
contract with the Dubuque Boat and 
Boiler Works of Dubuque, Iowa, for the 
construction of a cutter of the tender 
class at a cost of $153,655. All ma- 
chinery for the vessel will be supplied 
by the Government. 

The tender, to be named the Cosmos, 
will have a hull of steel, a length over- 
all of 100 feet, a beam of 24 feet, a 
draft of 4 feet, and a displacement of 
165 tons. The main propelling machin- 
ery will be Diesel, driving twin-screws 
and developing a shaft horsepower of 
330. Its speed will be about 10 miles 
per hour. 

The vessel has been designed for serv- 
ice on the Western Rivers of the United 
States, and will be used primarily in 
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the maintenance of aids to navigation. 
It is also equipped to perform assistance 
work in connection with Coast Guard 
activities especially in time of flood. 


ANALYSIS OF MARITIME 
SERVICE ENROLLEES 


Figures just compiled by the United 
States Maritime Service, throw inter- 
esting light upon the unlicensed en- 
rollees being given training for their 
duties in the rapidly expanding Ameri- 
can merchant marine, and show from 
what sections of the country the bulk 
of these men are coming. From the 
inauguration: of the Maritime Service 
in 1938, to November 15, 1941 there 
have been 4,335 enrollments of ap- 
prentice seamen, with over 75 percent 
of these men completing the full course 
of training. 

The unlicensed trainees came from 
nineteen different states with New 
York far ahead of the rest with a total 
of 3,019 enrollments. Ohio was second 
with 360 enrollments, the remainder be- 
ing distributed in varying degrees 
among the seventeen other states and 
the District of Columbia. 

Native born enrollees totaled 4,699 
while 468 were naturalized citizens. 
The number of unmarried enrollees was 
4,289. -Of the applicants 4,165 had no 
military service and 4,517 were unem- 
ployed. All had merchant marine ex- 
perience varying from 2 to 20 years with 
the exception of 186 men who had over 
20 years experience. Grouped by ages, 
2,832 were between 19 and 30 years 
old, 1,516 were between 30 and 40 years 
old, and 819 were over 40 years old. 

The purpose of the United States 
Maritime Service is to improve the 
efficiency of the American Merchant 
marine by increasing the knowledge and 
skill of the personnel. It provides an 
original 3 months’ training period with 
pay and, after satisfactory completion 
of this probationary training, 1 month’s 
annual training with pay in addition to 
1 month’s retainer pay each year. 

The Service was established by Mari- 
time Commission General Order No. 25, 
dated July 14, 1938, and was turned 
over to the Coast Guard for administra- 
tion on September 1, 1938, under au- 
thority of article 216 of the Merchant 
Marine Act of 1936, as amended. 

The enrollees have come from every 
State in the Union, Massachusetts sup- 
plying the highest number with 862 
applicants. Other States with high en- 
Trollee totals are: New York, 669; Penn- 
sylvania, 240; Florida, 196; Texas, 194; 
Illinois, 193; California, 148. 
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Other interesting facts about the 
4,335 enrollees are: 4,276 were native- 
born while the remainder were natural- 
ized citizens; 4,311 were unmarried; 
4,266 had no military service; and 4,288 
had no merchant marine experience 
whatever. At the present time there 
are 2,202 apprentice seamen enrollees 
under training at the various training 
stations of the Maritime Service. 

Since the establishment of the Mari- 
time Service, until November 15, 1941, 
5,167 men applied for training in the 
schools for unlicensed seamen and of 
these nearly 75 percent completed the 
courses offered. Of the total enrollees 
2,140 were enrolled as seamen second 
class, 1,931 as fireman third class, and 
1,096 as mess attendant second class. 

Prospective licensed personnel are 
given a 5-months course at the Fort 
Trumbull Training Station at New Lon- 
don, Conn., and at Government Island, 
Alameda, Calif. These stations provide 
accommodations for a total of 325 train- 
ees. Unlicensed experienced personnel 
are given a 3-months- course at the 
Hoffman Island Training Station at 
New York, N. Y., which provides accom- 
modations for 75 trainees. Unlicensed, 
inexperienced personnel (apprentice 
seamen) are given a 6-months course at 
the following stations and aboard the 
following training ships: Hoffman Is- 
land, N. Y., with accommodations for 
600 trainees; St. Petersburg, Fla., with 
accommodations for 500 trainees; 
Hueneme, Calif., with accommodations 
for 320 trainees ; Gallups Island, Boston, 
Mass., with accommodations for 500 
trainees; training ship American Sea- 
man, with. accommodations for 300 
trainees ; training ship American Sailor, 
with accommodations for 300 trainees; 
training ship Empire State, with ac- 
commodations for 300 trainees.
